on the coal, The situation is unprecedented ; 
the steaxmors ond their cargoes are at present in 
p*rfect safety, nnd no loas undsr the war policy 
has been suffored. 

Mr. T. R. Hughes, K.C., io a lecture ho 
de.ivered ot Liverpool the other day on

. of Bell v. Drummond (Poske N.P. oases 45,) lays 
it down that o clork engaged on a fixed st ipend 
is not entitled to furthor remuneration if his 
work inoreases, unless thero is an express con. 
_tract by his employor. to psy for such extra 
work, Thirdly, it was said that the amounts 
plaimed wore Bros:ly in excess of tho value of 
the time and lubour,exponded by the plaintiffs 
con' behalf of the defendant, if the Court 
hold that the work was done for the defendant 
ip is. private capacity, These were the 
grounds of defence applicatle to both claims. 
As rogards Piltis, thera was another defence, 
viz: that he had already been paid, becauae Vou 
Uffel Lad handed money to Vojacuk to puy to 
Pillis, I have como to the conclusion that 
yarious suras totalling $185 wore from 
time to tima handed by dofendant to 
Vojacck to py to Pillis and were not 
so paid. . But if. master lands money to oxo 
servant tobe paid to a second servant and that 
first sersant fails in his duty, tho master 
ja clearly liable to pay the second servant, 
and has a remedy against tho first servant.

JAPAN AND THE PHILIPPINES.

We onght to fortify Hawaii so thot 
no Japanese warship could coal there ayainst 
onr will. Jupon would profer fo buy the 
Philippine Islands, and may try to do ‘so with 
the Russian indemnity money, and if we rofilse 
to wi we can expest trouble very shortly after- 
wards.”

certain period have dreaded Japan's spirit of 
expansion, theso fears are now groundless, Our 
relations with Japan aro good, What | avo wo 
ta fear? With a base like-Cap St, Jacques, we 
can shelter a fleet for several months, ond let 
the Mediterranean Fleet reach us in time of 


aggression, and win the command of the sea 


for us. 

“We are going to constract four new 
buttorios, two wilh turrets to fortify the Kamrs 
Channel. We are very well organired, but it 
is oar duty to keep a good look out, all tho 
same, and to take every measure of seourity and 
protection for tho developwent of the defences 
of our colony, Work hes also beon carried out 
‘at thy ‘port of Suigon,-so {hat wo shall nolonger 
bo dependent upon Hongkong."

CHINESE LABOUR AND THE 
‘AFRICAN NATIVE.

RAND MAN NOW IN HONGKONG} 


Tho progress ef tho Chineso Labour 
experiment is being watched with deep 
interost by many Sonth Africans who aro totally 
unconnectod with the mining industry, Apart 
from the parely financial aspect of the osge, 
there is a possibility of sociul and political 
results which may deoply affect the future 
history of the sub-continont. Every ono who 
really knows the true conditions of tha country, 
who has s'uliod its problents en the sp-t. is 
folly aware that tho greatest question of all, 
tho Natiro Question, still remains ansottlol ; and 
apy obango of policy, such ss the importation 
of Chinese for the Rand mines, must hare a 
certain boaring on that quostion. Such a vast 
number of unimportant side issues were dragged 
into the controversy, 80 many appeals were 
mado to sentimont and exaggerated race fooling, 
that the general public booame utterly confused, 
and somo of tho. more important points wero 
complotaly overlooked. _ But tho same minority 
never lost sight of one groat argument in 
favour of the mengnre, a convincing argument 
in the oyos of mony? nomoly that tho wholexaly 
importation of Asiatic labour would, eventually, 
keop the native away from tho mines, savo him 
from over-much contact with the white mon, 
and relegate him to his proper placo on tho 
soil. 

Tho Afvican native 
dividual. Asa sorage, in his own village,

| eurronnded by his own fimily, ho is simple 


inoffensive porsonage, True, some of his habils 
are disgustingly uucleanly.; his ideas of mor- 
ality ure strango ; hw has a strong predeliction 
for witchoroft with the woird and ghastly rites 
which accompany it; ocessionally, ho breaks 
out intos wild rebellion, snd bas to be sup- 
presacd with s ruthless hand ; but these are all 
the natural traits of » savage, an irresponsible 
barbarian who needs gears of firm Government 
to make him undorstand tho: first principles bf 
order, When ho has learned tho latter-lesson 
if he still remiins in his simplo. condition, ho 
Kives no more troublo. Bat if; on the other 
hand, whon hoiy emerging from his primitive 
state, hecomes in close contact with white mon, 
and is thus enabled to pick up somo form of 
bastard oivilization, ho iznmediately becomes a 
far more sorious monaco to the community Lan 
he over was bofere, . 
Formerly, the natives of Africa. woro never 
very greatly foared ; for, consisting as they did 
of nbumber of mutuslly-hostile tribes, it was 
onsy to. work on their jealousies, and to crush 
each in detail. Bat those days are past. Zalus 
Basatus, Mashona, and all the other scores of 
sub-tribes are groilually, though surely, being 
blonded into one Kaffir nation. It is still pos- 
gible to handle the majority s3 savazos, to rulo 
them by orndo tribal Jaw tempered by the 
British souso of justice; but the m inority 
which bas come in close contact with the 
white man on ‘the mines, ant has learnt 
both his weaknesses and tho sourc-n of hig 
ptrongth is not so easily dealt with, This typo 


is, alroady, giving groat trouble, and will become |: 


avery real monsco in the near futaro, unless 
somo ralical change takes place, Woremattrrs 
to fol'ow the courss they have beou going for 
the lat fow years, it would not bo long before 
the whole of tho newly-furmed black notion was 
ruined irretric vably. Tho veneer of civilization, 
so onsily acquired sud 80 little understood, 
mere!y sorves to rendor the native discontented. 
Already some rogue mutterings can be heard, 
and, if nothing is dono to avert the danger, 
baforo very long tho savage of yosterday will bo 
clamouring for the franchiso. As thin would 
certainly be refused him, he wonid, protably, 
ondenyonr to take it by force, and tha nation 
would find itself. driven into war quite as 
serious and as fiorcely contosted ca was the 
atragyle against the Boers 

There is a disposition to shirk all discussion 
on the native problem, to trust t» Providence 
in thy motter, to’ hop that tome unexpected 
salvation may come and soltle the whelo 
question. Such an attitude is but natural, 
considering the troubled history of tho last few 
years. Mon want a chance to pull themselves 
together, ‘They are sick of politics and strife. 
Yet, the problem must -bo solved, and solved 
quickly. The only sane solation Tes in 
keeping tho native away from the white 
mon, in letting each Hive his own life 
with the amailest possible amount of contuct. 
Whilst tho African was the only labourer 
available, this was impossible ; the country could 
not have gono on ono day without his sercives, 
But, now that the Chinaman isbeing int: oduced 
the case isentiroly different. As the number of 
Asiatics increases, there is no reason why tho 
native should not be binisbed from the towns 
altogether. He conld. of course, work ou the 
Jond for the fermer or, mate pr oferubly still, on 
his owa pievo of gronud, ‘The limits of his 
reservations should bo strictly defined; and no 
upaatborised whiio mon should be allowed to 
intrude on him. Ifthe native raecs are destined 
to thrive end multiply, they would -do so on 
clean, wholes*me lives under this system ; and 
if, on the other hand, they are to dis out before 
the advanco of civilization the white man would, 
at least, be guiltless of their blood. But, if the 
present systom is continued, it will not bo many 
years before a great racial stray glo begins, 
straggle that “cau only’ end with the virtual 
aunibilation of tho native. Without the Chins- 
man, any radical change of policy woull bo 
impossible ; but now that the Colestial hax come, 
the governmunt hes 9 chance to svttlo the nativo 
problem, and it will bo groatly fo blame if it lets 
the opportunity slip. Its policy’ should ‘bo 
“Chinamen aud moro Chinamen,” until the

DEFENCE OF CROWN COLONIES.

Hore fol!ows nother oxtract from Sir Charles 
Ygruce’s lecturo, to the Koyal Colonial In- 
stitute :—Inseparable from the interests of the 
Crown Colonics in thoir commorcial dovelop- 
ment.is thoir interest in defence from foreign 
aggression and the protection of their sea-borno 
commerea, Taken collectively, it ia” probablo 
that no community in the world has so leryo a 
proportion of commerce exposed to so great an 
ocean risk: while in many of them. the food of 
the people depends cntirely.on soa-borno supply. 
T de not propose to dison- 3 tho principles of Im- 
perinl defence 50 pften, aad so poworfully, 
Lagserted hore by Sir Georgo Clarke, Sir Joho 
Colomb and othors, or any schame of operations 
sahordinate to tle enforesmenb of thoso 
principles. But the qu sstion of the incidenco 
of the burden of Ismporial defence has lately 
basn broughs. inte prominence, and I desiro to 
oxpress my confidence that tho Crown Colonies 
are prepared to bear their patt of the burden. 
Hitherto the ‘Crown Colonies have nevor been 
naked to contribute towards the expense of the 
navy, und it must-be admitted that the question 
of aljuating tho militory contribution hns often 
given rise to ungry controversy, but I-cannot 
help thinking. that this lina been owing to tho 
abseuce of any rational or uniform basis in the 
dorands for Uolen‘al contributions. 


In a no'e to areturn pablished by the Colotiial 
Office. in 1829, it ia stated that “it has never 
heen s principle of British Rule to require that 
the Colonies should provide for their militory 
Qofenee,” although the return showod that tho 
Colonics «id practically contribute £335,004 
apparently in personal allowances called 
Colonint allowances. In 1859 » Depart. 
menial Committas reported that tho Colonies 
might, be said gronaraly to have been free 
from ‘almost olf obligation of contributing, 
cithor by, porsonal servio2 or money, to- 
wards their. own dofence; that the incidence 
of the small sums contributed was most nnequal 
and chictly borne, by threo Colonies; and 
they particularly condemned the system of 
Colonial allawances as most wischiovous 10 our 
troops, ‘Vhis report was followed by the appoint 
mont. in 1891 of a Select Committes, of which 
Mr, Mills wis Chairman, to inquire into tho 
defones of the Coloni-s aud the distribution of 
the cost betwann the Imperial Treasury and the 
Colonial Funds. It was found that the dix. 
tribution of troops and the allocation of charuas 
were baved on no principls and had) grown 
up by chance modified hy temporary | ex: 
ivencies ‘The gonoral result of tho report of 
{he Committes was the decision ef the Govern- 
ment that all Colones must bear the burdon 
of their milita:y ostablishmovts,. ft must ho 
yememberad that duting the tice the ides 
of separation had grows to be a fixed pa pose, 
and this decision was immediately followed by 
the grudoal withd-asal of all the Lroperial tromps 
from the self-sgeverniag sclonies a process 
practically coinpleted in Wr In the Crown 
Colonies whera it was fonnd impossible to with- 
draw the Imperial troops, tho m litary covtri- 
ution was fixod on tho basis of a «apitation 
ruta for each man on tho strength, varying 
accordingly to the branch of therervice to whieh 
he belonged. ‘The capitation gate varied also in 
the different Colouirs, ‘This system was a con- 
atanteause( Lirritation. ‘Tho Colonins declared 
their readiness to contribute in so far 1s the 
strongth of the garriron was fixed to meet loeal 
yequirvinen's, but resisted the demand for s 
contribution lowurds the cast of a yarrisov, of 
which the strength was adjusted to external 
imperial exigencies. Tho objection of the 
.Colonists was urged with all the more foree sine 
tho incidence of thia burdon continued ts be 
un+qual, end borne entirely by a ver fow 
Golonies, It is, of coursy, diMecult, to draw a 
line betweon Jocal and Jmperial requirements, 
-and it would have born impo-sible to arrice at 
a Fatisfactory.adjus! ment on any euch principle. 
Fortunalely the capitatin rate. has teen 
alandonud in favour ef o more rational system.

Ou tho other hand, the adjustment of the 
rate of percentage involyes considerations of 
complexity, for the reasons J have indicated and 
others. For example, of the Colonies now 
paying a military contribution on the new 
rystem, Ceylon, the Straits Settlements, sud 
Hongkong have been enormously enriched by 
the opening of the Suez Canal, which bas 
deprived Mauritius of a principal source of her 
former wealth, and has beggared St, Helena, 
which: previously contributed to Army Pande.

Atthe banquet held in the Bremen Town 
Hall, on March 22, on the occasion of tho 
unveiling of (be monument to tho Emperor 
Frederick, the Emperor Willinm, in reply too 
epaceh by Herr Pauli, tho Burgomastor, said 
thot ass youth, when ho stood before tho model 
of the flagabip of tie firat German floot, bo bad 
felt with inward rege the dishonour which was 
done to the German Flag of those days, That 
feeling had perhaps pointed out to him how be 
was ta conceive tho work of the Germon 
Empire. Ho thea took the milifary oath that 
whon ha osme to the Throne, os inr as with him 
lny, the bayonets ond guos shoul remain idle ; 
but the bayonets and gone should be kept sharp 
and in fit condition, so that envy and solf-seek- 
i g from outside should nover isturd them at 
homo in tho embellishwent of their gardon and 
their boautifal house, . 

Continuing, His Majesty declared he had 
vowed never to strive after a barren sovereignty. 
of the world, ‘Tho wurld-ompire be bad dreamed, 
of consisted in the Germat Empire enjoying 
on all sides the most absolute confidence asa 
quiet, honoarable, and peaceful mighbonr, If 
herentter the German. World-Empire or the 
World Sovereignty of the Hohens lieina was 
spoken of in history, his desire was that it 
shonld not be as founded on conquest, but om 
the mutnal ,confidenco of nations striving 
towards the aame goals. : 

Torning to the present, His Majesty said thot 
after much bad been accomplished at home in 
mililary thicgs. thoir sea armament must have 
ita turn. The fleet wes now ofloat, and with 
every new German pattleship another pledge 
fir peace on earth was furnished. -“ By so 
much the less,” the Emperor added, “will our 
puomies desire to fasten quarrels on us, and we 
‘bocome more ya"uab'e a8 allies,”

prople. His Majesty added: —“ We sre the 
solt of the earth, but we must be worthy of our 
condition, Therefore, the young must learn to 
deny themsclys what is not good for them.

CHINA IN A.T). 1925. 


A. British Columbian labour delovate says :-- 
” When tho time is rise millions of money will 
pour into China. Immense manufactoring 
enterprises will bo started. With coal and iron 
in plenty, purchased more cheaply thon in the 
United States, for instance, bow can similer 
onterpriges in this or my own country enter into 
uny compotition with the factories of China, 
where lubour can bye secure ove-quarter us 
cheaply ss bore or anywhere else? While this 
will atkect tho iron industry more seriously than 
avy other, inroads will be made on all kinds of 
industrial life. 

‘Tt is a simple fact. but pone the less true, 
that wages in, China will, porhaps for a hundred 
yonre, remnin a9 thoy sre-now: Wages are not 
raised while the available supply of cheap 
material is at hand. And Chinn has us many 
Inbourera within her boriers as all other 
countrics combined. 

“Japan is. constructing ten ships of 7,20} 
tonnage cach oni capable of maintaining a 
speed of 16 knots each, There aro to ply tho 
Paeific, This is simply one straw that showa 
how the wind is blowing. E 

“ Thore will, in my opinion, be ten or twenty 
good years yet for Amorica and other countries 
in the Oriental trade.

THE TIBETANS. — 


Lecturing to the Society of Antiquaries, on 
the people of. Tibet,.Mr Percival Landon said 
their, chief featurea wore thvir selt-entisfaction 
and their unwillingness to'receive outside in- 
fluenoo. To illuatrate this, Mr. Landon alluded. 
to an incident which oveurred during a visit 
of a cortain abbot to Colonel Sir Frank Young- 
husband, The abbot was shown the lastest 
achievements of. western stience, at which ho 
apposrel to be impressed, Conversation took 
placo-on resent discoveries, and among other 
maitera astronomy was spoken of. When 
Captain O'Connor, who had been -talking, had 
fini-hed, the Abbot spoke for the firsttime, and 
said that what he hed seen had shown that 
science was making strides in the remote corners 
of the earth, Tha Abbot had been told that 
the caith was round, but this ho denied, re- 
marking it wes shaped like the bone of ashouldar 
of mutton, and Tibet-core ed one-half of the 
entire surfacu. He urged them not to be 
disheartened, bot to read better books and in 
time they would teeomo learned. Mr. Landon 
observed that ‘any sympsthy- shown to the 
peasants inthe. fields waa for the moment 
entirely misplaced; they were quite astisfied 
with the.bondage aud slavery of their life. As 
te religion, evéry one belivred that the world 
was peopled with an army of sprites, hobgoblins, 
and demons. This belief was encouraged in 
them by the Iuimas, who used the Buddhism 
which they profess-d ss a means of escape from 
the superstitions which they encouragen in the. 
lower clasaes. The lecturer thea drew ait-ntion 
to the question of polyandry in Tibet—the 
marriage of a woman by several men—and suid 
that until the recent oxpodition they wore in 
ignorance as to the eauct form of polyandry. 
With regard to the folk-loro of the country, ho
